BRITISH INDUSTRY. 


Sir William Plender’s 
Views. 
TEMPTING INTEREST. 


Sir William Plender (president of 
the Institute of Chartered Account- 
ants), speaking in mail week, at the 
annual banquet of the Bradford and 
District Chartered Accountants 
Students’ Association to an audience 
composed largely of representatives 
of the trade and commerce of Brad- 
ford, the civic authorities, bankers, 
and accountants, said that the War 
had intervened since he was last in 
the town, and the manufacturing 
activities of the city that were then 
so noticeable had Sessened, the 
volume of trade had decreased, 
selling prices had fallen, and profits 
had largely disappeared. k 

This state of affairs was not, 
however, confined to Bradford, but 
was the common lot of most indus- 
trial centres, whose post-War ex- 

brought disappoint- 
ment and disillusionment instead of 
prosperity at home and extending 
markets abroad’ as had been hoped 
for, The victors in the great strug- 
gle were little if any better off than 
the vanquished, and: recovery in 
profitable busines3 was les3 with us 
than with our Belgian and French 
allies, whose territory was go flerce- 
ly devastated and who had experi- 
enced, broadly speaking, growth in 
their products manufactured ‘which 
ao far had been denied to us. 

Germany had been assisted by 
foreign loans to her manufacturers 
—not only from the United States, 
but from England—and tempting 
rates of interest had supplied her 
with capital to assist in resuscitat- 
ing ‘her industriea, which were in 
many instances severe competitors 
with our own manufactures, Bel- 
gium and France had'had, through 
reparations, new buildings and 
plants erected of the best, designs— 
to take the place of old and destroy- 
ed properties—anc, so equipped, 
they, too, as competitors, were more 
formidable than before the War. 
Britain, among the successful 
belligerent . Powers, had suffered 
mést—economically and “industrially 
—notwithstanding her sacrifices 
largely on behalf of others. 

Questions for Manufacturers, 

They found those nations not only 
competing * against us in neutral 
markets in which they once had a 
Practical monopoly, but also with 
our own manufacturers at Home by 
exporting goods to us below the 
prices charged for their own home 
consumption and ‘much: below what 
they could be produced in Britain, 
Bradford was suffering severely 
from this state of affairs. Unem- 
ployment was serious, trade was 
depressed, and many maniifacturers 
who had survived in the struggle 
looked with grave misgiving to the 
future. 

It was time, therefore, Sir Wil- 
lam Plender ‘proceeded, to take 
stock of the position. Were there 
other reasons for the condition in 
which Bradford finds itself besides 
those which he had .referred to? 
Had the manufacturers adapted 
themselves .to changes of fashion 
and taste; had they got their plan 
and machinery ‘thoroughly modern- 
ised; .were. their'undertakings bur- 
dened by heavy interest charges. on 
borrowed money; was tholr capital- 
isation in- present conditions justi- 
fied; was their cost of production as 


jlow as ft could be’ drought by

A KOREAN  GIRL’S 
STRANGE STORY 


CLAIMS SHE WAS KIDNAPPED]: 


- BY FOREIGNERS 
SERVANT STILL MISSING. 


A strange story, saya the Shang- : 


hai Times, of an alleged 
kidnapping of a Korean girl, stat- 
ed to be the owner of a cafe, and 
her female servant, was being in- 
vestigated, by the Japanese Con- 
sular police and the police of the 
International Settlement. The 
girl claims she was kidnapped 
early on the night of February 
27, by two foreigners ag.she was 
walking with her servant’ on Yalu 
Road, 

After being missing for approx- 
imately two weeks, during which 
the Japanese and local police con- 
ducted a search, the girl, who is 
20 years old, returned to the re- 
staurant, which fs on Yalu Road, 
and told the story of the assert- 
ed kidnapping. She appeared to 
be suffering from a shock. 

From Japanese sources it was 
learned that the girl told em- 
ployees of the restaurant that 
after being forced into a motor 
car by the foreigners, she and 
the servant were taken to an 
fsolated forelgn ‘dwelling, after 
several hours of driving through 
the streets. They were placed in 
separate rooms, she sald, and 
given poor Chinese food and little 
water. : 

On March 6; according to the 
story, the servant was taken from 
the house. The ‘girl asserts that 
she made her escape through a 
ruse, but that. when she emerged 
from the house she did not have 
her bearings. 

She further says that she met 
a foreign woman who sympathis- 
ed with her’ ‘and took her tg the 
restaurant on Yalu Road. The)~ 
police of the Japaneso Consulate ex- 
pressed the belief* that the two 
had been abducted and that the 
abductors were planning to sel) 
them, 

Police are keeping a watch on 
outgoing vessels. Relatives of the 
servant are alarmed and fear that 
the. woman may have met with 
foul play.

STORMY ROMANCE OF A

A FATHER'S OBJECTION. 
Whether love shall triumph, or 
parental affection and discipline

The action, however, being a 
criminal one, the defendant atood in 
the dock. : 

Waxing furiously indignant, Mr, 
“A”, the complainant, who was born 
in Shanghai 46 years ago, and has 
been brought up there, stated to 
the Court that he had three daugh- 
ters and one son. He professed to 
have seen the accused but thrice, in 
all his life. | 

The “Vanishing” Man. 

“ft first met him,” he stated, 
“roughly six months ago at the 
Haze:wood cafe in‘ North Szechuen 
rond one noon while I was paasing 
that way, I did not see. him well, 
enough then, but I recognise him 
now. I knew my daughter was in- 
side and I went in to see who shg 
was with, When I saw this man, 
I asked her, ‘Who is this you aro 
in company with?’ While I was 
asking her this question, the man 
disappeared entirely—he vanished.” 
' My, Wing: Was it with your’ 
sanction that your daughter was in 
company with this individual?— 
Most decidedly not; that is why J 
went in to see who she was with. 

Q: What was the situation about 
your daughter?—She had been away 
from home for about two months.

WORK FOR THE COLONY 


The retiring “Chief Justice, Sir 
Henry Gollan, was the honoured 
guest at two gatherings at the Sue 
preme Court yesterday. The 
firat was a presentation by the local 
legal. profession, and the second 
(in his Lordsnip’s chambers) the 
gift of souvenir on behalf of the 
staff, by Mr. R. H.W. Maynard, 
Clerk to the Chief Justice. 

"The Attorney-General, Sir Joseph 

Kemp, made the first’ presentation, 
and in the course ofa brief speech, 
pald tribute to His Lordship’s work 
for the Colony. 
.. His Lordship 
with a beautiful silver solver, 
inscribed with the following 
words: “Presented to Sir Henry 
Cowper Gollan, CBE., K.C., Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court, 
Hong Kong, on his retirement, by 
members of the legal profession, 
Hong Kong. April 4, 1930.” 


Public Work. 

In making the presentation, the 
Tfon. Attorney General said:—! 
have been asked ‘to make this pre- 
sentation on behalf of both 
pranchea of the egal profession 
practising In this Colony. You 
are leaving ua, but we shall, re- 
member you in many ways. ‘As 
members of the community we 
much appreciate the. manner In 
which you have undertaken public 
tasks quite beyond the duties of 
your office, In particular we 
think. of your services to the Uni- 
versity of Hong Kong, an institu- 
tion which I think is full of great 
possibilities, and which ought to 
be helped and fostered by every- 
one in the Colony. You have sect 
ug a striking example. 

As members of ‘the legal pro- 

‘feasion, and I say this without 
any flattery whatsoever, we shall 
look back to the dest Chief Justice 
we have ever had or are ever 
likely to, have—(Applause.) As 
those who have been honoured 
with your friendship, we shall 
miss your charming conversation, 
your wit, your humour, your great 
intoreat In everything, and your 
unfatling courtesy. ‘ 

In asking you to accept this 
memento of your life and services 
here, we wish you a long and 
happy life,——(Applause.) S a 

Sir Henry's Repti’ : 

In reply zhis Lordship said—Mr. 
Attorney and gentleieh,“you rave 
made me very proud to-day. 
There are -many.diid various rea- 
sons 
none quite fio compelling as an ap- 
preciation of one’s rl work- 
men. 

I first of all bedame’ a law 
offer of the Crown in 1900 and 
‘a judge in 1901, and during 30 
years I have been engaged in dif- 
ferent Colonies in the administra- 
tion of the “law, | sometimes in 
somewhat ‘primitive “conditions. I 
have held my: Court under a 
gigantic silk cotton trae and dis- 
pensed what,’ I hope,’ was- true’ 
patriarchal. justice. . 

In Northern Nigeria, even up 
to the timed when I left the Pro- 
tectorate, there .were no practia- 
ing members of the, legal profes- 
sion there,’ but I had a very clever 
clerk from Sierra Leone, who ap- 
plied to me for ‘admission as a 
practitioner.’ He was’ so clever 
that'I could not help ‘wondering 
why he had left his native country 
and so F made enquiries into his 
past, I found that he Fad made a 
slight mistake‘as to the legal title 
of some property and that an un- 
sympathetic, magistrate had given 
him six montho.—(Laughter).

_Teplaced, and in -primitive’ condi-

“It is time that"the ‘British Em- 
pire woke up to the fact that it 
owns valuable raw products In the 
rare metals, molybdenite, scheelite, 
wolfram and tin, as well as‘ rubber 
and many other commodities,” 
said Mr. John ‘McKeown, a 
mining engineer who has had 
over 80 years’ activa  ex- 
perience on all the  import- 
ant tin fields of the world, with 
the exception of Nigeria, when In- 
terviewed by the “West Austtalfan 
Standard” recently. ‘I have often 
henrd it said by Americans visit- 
ing the Malay States, that if they 


owned the raw products of the 
British Empire they would make 
the world pay their war debts. If 
British raw products were in 
American hands neither the Em- 
pire nor Australia would be in the 
financial position in which they 
stand to-day.” 

The Malay States, from which 
Mr. McKeown recently arrived in 
Perth, were, he said, the richest 
part of the Empire by virtue of 
their production of tin and rubber. 
The worlds’ production of tin was 
between 150,000 and 165,000 tons a 
yeaf}‘and-of that the: Malay Statés| 
produced 65,000 tons, while

A MASTER a 
Three Brutal Murders 
and Robberies. 


MORE, UNREVEALED 

The notorlous gang-leader, Song 
Sio Loh-tse, who was arrested by 
the French Police, has confessed to 
an amazing record of crime com- 
mitted by him and under his direc- 
tion. 

At ap special hearing, members of 
the police were kept busy taking 
notes of the various details comnect- 
ed with the crimes committed by 
this master “mind of Shanghai’a 
underworld, 

Song has been responsible for no 
fewer than three assassinations,’ the 
first having been committed in ‘July 
1927, when a'man named Wang 
Ching-foh was murdered 
Boulevard de .Montigny.. Shortly 
after thig date, another victim was 
accounted for in Chapel, the motive 
in this case being personal 
vengeance, The third: mur- 
der took place in April, 
1928, and proved to be quite 
a sensation, which was fully 
reported in the press at the 
time. On this occasion, the chiet 
coolie of ‘the Shanghai and Hong- 
kew Wharf was killed in cold blood 
by a gang of five armed . ruffians, 
including Song. 

Besides the three major erlmes 
reported above, Song. was also res- 
ponsible for seven armed robborics 
operated on a large scale, and in 
one case this master criminal even 
had the audacity to attack the 
Bank of China in Kiaching, when 
a sum of $40,000 fel! to the hands 
of the robbers, 

It will not be surprising to learn 
that, when the police investigations 


are completed, Song «will have an’ 


enviable record in Shanghai’s 
underworld, which will be difficult 
to beat.—China Press. 


MODERN ‘DIN: OSAUR. ; 


Nasty Shock for 
Scientists. 


The London correspondent of the 
Star cables that the “skeleton of a 
Dinosaur” discovered near Tetuan, 
Morocco, Jhas turned out to be the 
remains of a hay-making machine. 
A cable to the Times from Tangier 
says the members of a scientific 
mission from. Madrid, having com- 
pleted their examination,’ have ar- 
rived at this conclusion. 

All the ovidence points to the 
hay-making machine belonging to a

WHITE SLAVERY, 
Excitement Among 
Berlin Public.

In that town no fewer than 
eleven lives’ have been saved 
and twenty blood transfusions given 
by the Rovers of one Scout Group 
alone since 1928. In that year, 
when the Genoral Hospital made an 
appeal ‘for donors of blood for 
patients, the Rover Scouts of the 
Group responded en. masse 
and offered thelr services 
without payment as a practical 
interpretation of their service, One 
Rover has given his blood on ‘three 
occasions, and several have done so 
twice, and the hospital authorities 
are loud in thelr praise. A similar 
service on a considerable scale. by 
Rover Scouts has ‘been going on in 
London and many other large dis- 
tricts for some years. Thus, apart 
from the . multitudinous — lives .re- 
scued and services rendered by mem- 
bera of the Scout movement—a 
considerable number of people can 
say definitely that they owe their 
lives to the service rendered by a 
member of the Scout movement.

Like many another man of 
genius, G. Bernard Shaw has 
shown little Inclination to ignore, 
either {n his writings or In hie fre- 
quent verbal encounters, the im- 
portance of publicity.

Splendour “and Beauty 
of the Palaces. 


The royal palaces, - as we have 
seen, had nothing In thelr structure 
to compare with the Houses of the 
gods. Their beauty was not that of 
imposing mass of superb matertals, 
but of tasteful interlor decoration 
and sumptuous furniture. The 


been, It has its drawbacks. One 
fs that tho real G. Bernard Shaw 
is obscured by the publicity pie- 
ture of a formidable critic, philo- 
sopher and dramatist who knows 
no human weakness, shows no 
quarter to his foes, and delights 
equally in skirmishes, with his 
frienda. But a legend, however 
flattering, eventually. becomes 
rather irksome with time, more 
particularly when one is expected 
to Hve up to it, To dissipate, 
therefore, the more popular 
fallacies about himself, which have 
apparently found thelr way even 
into an academic series of lectures 
on “Bernard Shaw,” the benign 
author of “St. Joan,” has, it fs -re- 
ported, in a gloss on the syllabus 
of the lectures on himself. for- 
warded to him by a friend of the 
lecturer, mildly repreved this popu- 
lar tendency to make him out what. 
he is not, and has submitted a few 
correctives to the accepted vers{on: 
of his own character. 

Thus the world is now adjured to 
believe that, far from being a 
brazenly {mpudent public speaker 
and critic in his pre-dramatic 
period, G. Bernard Shaw was real- 
ly a “horribly shy and diffident 
young man.” The great ability, 
it appears, of which the young 
Trishman was then unconscious, as- 
serted itaelf in this way througn 
the disadvantages and tha ignor- 
ances of which he was too con- 
scious. And, one learna some- 
what sadly, In those days he shared 
another all-too-common failing of 
aspiring youth in wishing to be- 
come something quite different 
from: what he finally excelled in’ 
For his real ambition, he confesses, 
was to become an opera singer or 8 
painter, and—most human touch of 
all—he began writing because he 
could do nothing else! 

The greatest’ surprise, however, 
G. B.S. leaves to the last. He 
always was, he asserts emphatical- 
ly, extremely sensitive, and never 
enjoyed indulging in “hammer- 
ings.” - If, as sometimes ‘in- 
dubitably happens, he does oc- 
caslonally hit hard, it. ia because 
he likes his man to have 

-good ‘contest, go that he 
may fee] that he has been: worthy 
of his opponent's steel. Other- 
wise, Mr. Shaw wishes it to be 
universally known, ‘he has a 
horror of humiliating or discourag- 
ing people.

This 
has been rendered the more necessary 
by the fncreasing number of exporters, 
who aro having the advantage of faci- 
Hties provided for insuring against’ risk 
of bad debts abroad. Nearly 1,000 new 
connections have bean made during the 
past year and since July, 1026, con- 
tracts concluded under the scheme 
amount to nearly £13,000,000,- The new 
Dill will not increase the maximum Ila- 
bility of the Government, which Is

Thousands of Communista under 
tho leaders Chu Tak and Mo Chak- 
tung continued southward after oc- 
cupying Namhung District. The 
magistrate of Namhung escaped to 
Canton to ask for ‘reinforcements. 
The Communists, large In number 
occupied the Chi Hing Districts on 
April 3. The garrisons of the Nam- 
hung Chihing districts, baing small 
in number, were unable to re 
aist them and aro retreating 
southward to Siukwan. 

The three battalions under Com- 
mander Wu Man-hin and the: reg!- 
ment under Commander Tsang Yow- 
yan, fearing they would be unable 
to suppress such large numbers, 
are reported to have remained at 
Siukwan. 

The Chamber of Commerce of 
the northern districts repeatedly. 
wired the Canton Government, re- 
questing refnforcements and astat- 
ing that numerous refugees are flee- 
ing southward from Nambhung 
and Chihing. Chan Ming-shu 
despatched the eighth and ninth 
corps of gendarmeria of Can- 
ton to Siukwan yesterday.
